PITTSBURG, Oct. 19.—As the result of 

the breaking of a treveler crane on the 
Pittsburg end of the new Wabash briage 
over, the Monongahela river, a number of 
men were killed and many were injured. 
Fifteen minutes after the accident nine 
bodies had been recovered. 
The cause of the accident has not yet 
been ascertained, but as far as can be 
learned. from eye witnesses, it was due 
to the traveler being over-weighted. The 
travier projects beyond the finished part 
of the bridge for the purpose of placing 
an addition in position and allowing the 
builders to operate. While many nien 
‘were at work on this additional section this 
morning, the projecting part, snapped and 
fell. It landed on the section of the bridge 
that was being placed in position and 
caused it to give way. On this section 
several mean were at work and they were 
carried down with the wreckage. 

The wrecked section of the bridge fell 
on a barge loaded with steel on which 
a number of men were working. So sudden 
was the snapping of the traveler, the 
falling of the section of the bridge and 
the sinking of the barge that scarcely any 
‘of those in the vicinity had time to get out 
of the place of destruction. 

Those on the section of the bridge. were 
crushed and some instantly killed by the 
heavy traveler falling on them, while thore 
jn the barge were crushed or drowned.

This failure was followed later in the day 
by that of the Union Trust Co. The latter 
was caused, the officials say, by a run on 
it, fallowing the collapse of the Maryland 
company. Both concerns are in the hands 
of receivera. 

Last week the Maryland company had 
almost completed arrangements for a loan 
Of $2,000,000 in London, but on Saturday 
afternoon, according to the admissions otf 
company officials here, the prospective lead- 
ers abruptly withdrew from further 
gotiations. It was this fallure to realize 
available funds which precipitated the sus- 
pension of the institution this morning. 

There are many reports received as to 
the causes which brought about the failure, 
but according to a preliminary statement 
made by the company officials and by Re- 
ceiver Alien McLane, the suspension 1s 
solely due to large loans advanced to the 
Vera Cruz & Pacific Rallroad. It Is said 
that these loans aggregate in excess of 
$6,000, 000, 

Receiver McLane fs now engaged in the 
preparations of a detailed statement set- 
ting forth a!] the materfal facts explanatoiy 
of the failure. This statement will be made 
public during the afternoon. 

The Unton Trust Co. closed its doors at 
b:lo p. m. Miles White, Jr., has been ap- 
pointed receiver of the company. 

The Union Trust Co. aceording to a re- 
cent statement, had a paid-up capital of 
$1,000,000, a surplus of $250.00 and undivided 
profits of $159,000, 

Miles White, Jr.. who is one of the vice- 
presidents of the Unton Trust Co.. and 
who has been appotnted receiver, states 
that the closing of the doors of that com- 
pany was due to a run upon it by deposit- 
ors in consequence of the announcement 
of the failure of the Maryland Trust Co. 
It is stated that there are no business con- 
nections whatever between the two sus- 
pended companies.

He tore a long strip from his bianket, 
tied it about his neck and with each hand 

rasp'ng an end, drew it so tightly that

He held the ends in his grip of death 
until the hands grew limp and fell away. 
The coil of the improvised rope did not 
loosen. ~ 

Other prisoners, soon learning that the 
fire was a small one and was soon out. went 
back to sleep. None of them knew that 
in the newly-occupied cell was a corpee. 

At 7:45 George Lauman, a son of the 
murdered woman, called at the Clayton fail 
to look at the prisoner for the purpose of 
identifying him. A deputy sheri ffand the 
jailer unlocked the doors and entered the 
cell room. 

Upon the floor of the cell they found 
Willlams’ body. It was still warm. but 
death had occurred at least two hours and 
a half before 

Williams tried to sell a revolver to Shan- 
non and Bayles, employes of Louis C. Ne!l- 
son, about 4 o'clock last Wednesday after- 
noon. It was a new weapon, and he wanted 
only $3 for it.

The Civic Improvement League is acting wisely in ealling 
attention to the menace of overcrowding in the downtown 
districts, which are already thickly settled. 

Although St. Louis knows little or nothing he tene- 
ment evil, as it exists in London, New York and other great 
cities, it cannot be denied that the menace exists and that 
how is the time, when the city’s population is rapidly in- 
creasing, to so arouse public sentiment that the evil may be 
prevented. 

What this evil is may..%e seen in a review of the slum life 
in E prd's metropolis, which Jack London has just written, 
unue: v. _ tithe of “The People of the Abyss.” “A Part of a 
Room to Let,” is 2 cbmmon notice in London’s tenement dis- 
tricts. The people are so packed together that the health 
officials are not at all unused to find small rooms that are 
sublet, the tenants sleeping under as well as in the beds. 
Rooms are let on the relay plan, being occupied during the day 
by one set of tenants and during the night hours by another 
get. There is no privacy, no home life, and health and morals 
are sacrificed. This creates a short and stunted people, unable 
to battle with life and a constant source of expense and trouble 
to those more fortunate. 

The population of St. Louis will probably reach the million 
mark within ten years from now. We have plenty of room 
and there can be no excuse for overcrowding. Those who are 
taking an active part in the city’s progress should bear in 
mind that a healthy and sel/-respecting population is the most 
potent factor in the prosperity of a.city. In the broadest 
sense, slums ge par-

FREE MUD. | 

Edwerd Atkinson of Boston has discovered that the black 
mud or grass peat found in swamps makes good fuel. In 
heating ower it yields 65 per cent as much as anthracite coal, 
and the supply is inexhaustible. 

Whether or not this discovery will substantially benefit 
mank.nd depends upon the attitude and action of the classes 
.to whom, as Mr. Baer expressed it, Providence has committed 
the property interests of the country. 

If these people decree that in pursuance of their divinely ap- 
pointed mission it is their duty to monopolize the swamps of 
the country and deal out the mud only in such quantities, at 
such prices as is good for consumers of heat, it may be 
doubted whether Mr. Atkinson’s discovery has any interest for 
the vast majority of the population. 

It is hoped, however, that it will not be thought necessary 
to grab and hold the mud. The agents of Providence may 
think it not in keeping with their high and holy mission to 
monopolise mud, which is a humble commodity, destitute of 
dignity, a pariah-like member of the community of matter. 

But we should not omit to watch the mud market. Any- 
thing that is worth burning is worth buying, and what is 
worth buying is worth selling, and is therefore subject to be- 
nevolent appropriation. All we can do is to hope that the 
right of free mud will not be denied. *

Mr. Kipling does not mention the fact that British consols

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Senator Stone, in his Moberly speech, made a strenuous 
but unsuccessful attempt to mislead the public concerning the 
newspaper exposures of his lobby and trust record. The 
senator tried to link his own course with that of the people 
of Missouri and to make it appear that in exposing and de- 
nouncing him the newspapers are reflecting upon the character 
of the people of the state. This is an old politician trick. It is 
not the people but their disgraceful representatives who are 
the objects of newspaper attack. The Post-Dispatch exposed 
Stone’s record as the paid agent of trusts to show the good 
people of Missouri that he betrayed their confidence, surrepti- 
tiously opposed their interests and is unworthy of their 
trust. Senator Stone’s anger is natural. There is no pain so 
biting to a public man as the consciousness of his inability to 
square the facts of his record with his professions. If Senator 
Stone could, consistently with honor and good faith, explain 
one of his acts; if he could justify his pretended representa- 
tion of a sham health society while doing the work of a trust 
which ‘debauched the state legislature, he would not be in- 
dulging in public exhibitions of frothy wrath; he would not be 
newspapers 


giving vent to melodramatic denun¢iations of 


whose charges he cannot answer» his attitude would be less 


. pitiable. 
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INHERENT POWERS. 

If the supreme court has inherent powers, that is, powers 
not granted in the Constitution, what protection have the 
people against the arbitrary exercise of such powers? 

Where in the Constitution of Missouri is the power granted 
the supreme court to convert an offense expressly defined 
by the statute into an offense of another species exposed to 
other penalties and punish without reference to constitution or 
statutes? . 

It is provided in Sec. 14, Art. Il, that “every person shal! 
be free to say, write or publish whatever he will on any sub- 
ject, being responsible for all abuse of that liberty.” The 
remedy for the abuse of this liberty is an action for slander or 
libel expressly appointed in the statutes. But the supreme 
court ignores this and falls back upon its own original inherent 
and irresponsible power. — 

The legislature expressly defines contempt and grants the 
power to punish, but the court denies the power of the legis- 
lature to abridge its inherent powers by any such definitions. 
It claims the power to define for itself, unrestrained by any 
such statutory limitation. It would seem likewise that if the 
power is inherent the court is not subject to any constitutional 
limitation in contempt proceedings. 

The authorities and opinions quoted in Judge Marshall’s de- 
cision seem formidable. But to a layman, and perhaps to 
lawyers not a few, it must appear that if any organ of gov- 
ernment-—executive, legislative or judiciary—-possesses any in- 
herent powers which may be exercised without reference to ex- 
press or implied limitations, the constitution makers of the 
United States have missed their aim.

He intimated that there were a great 
many criminal cases settled out of court, 
after warrants had been issued and de- 
fendants had been arrested. .He said it was 
the duty of the progecuting witness to 
appear in court at the time set for the 
trial quite as much as it was the duty of 
he defendant to be present. He said he 
would recognize no exceptions to this prin- 
ciple of law.
